BETRAYER ATTACKED

A vendetta caused tne assassination 
of Said Capian and wounding of his 
friend, Pelpel Mostafa, in front of a 
Turkish coffee house at 1821 South 
second street.

After Caplan and Mostafa were shot 
last Saturday night, Kolkis, who is 
interpreter for the American Car and 
Foundry Co, at St. Charles. was ap- 
proached by” Toussouni -Salin and 
Nouseni Negit, who asked him to con- 
ceal them in a car and to aid them in 
going to Moberly. They told Kolkis, 
he‘says, that they had killed a man 
and wounded another in St. Louis, 
and that they and two others had 
come from Turkey to “do the work.” 

They said they were expecting a 
man to meet them in St. Charles and 
give them $200 for “the job.’ This 
money they promised to share with 
him if he would help them to get 
away.

Apparently complying, Kolkis took 
the men to his room and locked them 
in, after which he telephoned to Harrys

RIVERHEAD, L. L, Sept. 16.—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt told the visitors 
at the county fair that his “new na; 
tionalism’’ is merely a new applica- 
tion of old-time moralities to changed 
conditions. Concerning newspapers, 
he said:* 

“T now want to speak to you as 
citizéns interested in the great prob- 
Jems which concern all of us. I think 
every citizen of a free democracy 
ought to distrust, above all. others, 
the public man whose deeds do not 
square with his words. ‘ 

“That has two sides. It has to do 
with the politician who makes prom- 
isés that he does not keep, and it has 
to do with newspapers which say 
what they know is not true. Mark 
Twain said that there are 869 dif- 
ferent kinds of lies, but the only one 
which was authoritatively forbidden 
was that of bearing false witness 
against your neighbor. There are one 
or two metropolitan dailies which 
would de well to print that at the 
head of their columns and then try 
to live. up to it. I withhold their 
names, but the omission is’ easily 
supplied. 

“There are two prime difficulties 
in gétting good government. One 
arises from the dishonest politicians. 
The corrupt politician is no worse 
than that corrupt politician’s main- 
stay, the newspaper which says what 
is not true about men in public life. 
Honesty, truth, ‘courage—you need 
them just as much in public as in 
private life.’

He applied for the position of toll-col- 
lector on the St. Clair County. turnpike, 
but the job was given to Henry Crois- 
saut, who held it until the toll road was 
abandoned after the property aiong the 
route had been annexed to East St. 
Louis and Belleville. Wolf then ob- 
tained a job as a farmhand on the farm 
of Valentine Plappert. Two years later 
he married a daughter of his employer. 
At Plapperts death Wolf’s wife inher- 
ited the farm, 

The property grew in value’'as East 
St. Louis spread out, and is now in the 
heart of the residence district.

DOCTOR SWEARS 


BELLE ELMORE 
DIED OF POISON 


Analyst Testifies He Found 
Deadly Drug and Saw No 
Other Cause of Death. 


WOMEN FLOCK TOTRIAL 


Even Grewsome Exhibits 
Fail to Drive Them From 
Crippen Hearing. 


By Associated Press. : 

LONDON, Sept. 16—Dr. William 
Henry Wilcox, scientific analyst to the 
Home Office, who discovered a deadly 
drug in the body found in the home of 
Dr. Hawley H. Crippen, took the stand 
when the trial of the doctor and his 
typist, Ethel Clara Leneve, for the 
murder of Belle Elmore, Crippen’s for- 
mer wife, was resumed today, and swore 
unqualifiedly that death was due. to 
poison. 

The doctor described the nature of 
the medium used and said that ‘from 
one-quarter to one-half grain would 
prove fatal. He had found two-sev- 
enths of a grain, after a lapse of from 
four to eight months, and judged that 
more than half a grain had been ad- 
ministered. He found no other cause 
of death and expressed the opinion that 
the victim survived the dose an hour or 
more. 

Doctor on Stand Four Hours. 

Dr. Wilcox, whose evidence was se- 
verely technical, was in the witness box 
for four hours. Solicitor Arthur New- 
ton, who is conducting the case for the 
defense, closely cross-examined the wit- 
ness, but clicited nothing fresh. 
‘Inspector Dew of Scotland Yard then 
took the stand. Solicitor Newton asked 
him a few questions on behalf of Miss 
Leneve with the object of*showing that 
she repeatedly said that she believed 
whatever Crippen told her. 

“She did not mention Crippen to me,” 
the detective replied. 

Before Dr. Wilcox was called, the 
crown introduced medical testimony 
to corroborate that given on Wednes- 
day by Prof. Augustus J. Pepper, 
pathologist of the University of Lon- 
don, who swore that the body had 
been dismembered by one familiar 
with the science of anatomy.

Educator Nominated for Gov- 
ernor by Democrats on the 
First Ballot. 








TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 16—-At the 
most tumultous State convention that 
New Jersey Democrats have held in two 


decades Dr. Woodrow Wilson, president 
of Princeton University, was nominated 
for governor on the first ballot late 
yesterday afternoon. Tor almost five 
hours, with the exception of a short 
luncheon recess, turmoil and dissension 
rayed among the contesting delegations. 
Names Cardinal Principles, 

In an interview after his nomina- 
tion Dr. Wilson said: 

“What I wish most for the State 
of New Jersey is a system whereby 
the haphazard business of the State 
may be ended and a more thorough 
and conscientious system devised, 

“Secondly, I would like to see the 
‘taxation of the State equalized. Prop- 
erty held by citizens is paying an un- 
due tribute to the State, while the§ 
corporations—and by that I mean the 
railroads—are escaping taxes which 
should be imposed upon them. 

“Tf dummy officials of a corporation 
offend.they should be sent to jail. It 
will be difficult to find men willing to 
go to jail for a corporation. 

‘T have not attacked Wall street or 
anybody else. I do not believe in wear- 
ing brass knuckles. I have criticised 
banks and I have criticised other tinsti- 
tutions, but I have attacked nothing. 

“The result of the election in Maine 
is a straw which shows the way the 
wind 4s blowing. The people of this 
country want honesty in government, 
and they do not think that the Govern- 
ment is being conducted as honestly, as 
economically and’‘as wisely as it should 
| be conducted. What happened in Maine 
will happen throughout the country if 
present indications are a criterion.’’

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MISSOURI’S SCHOOL PERIOD. 

It is the boast of Missourians that the schools of 
this State are second to none; And yet, in all of 
the large cities, the majority of children reaching 
the age of 14, at which age the law permits a 
child to leave school and go to work, do not get 
beyond the fifth or sixth grade in school studies. 
The figures for St. Louis, according to the report 
of the Board of Education, show that 83 per cent 
reach the fifth grade, while only 64 per cent get as 
far as the sixth grade before leaving school to go 
to work. 

The board, recognizing that this condition 
amounts to practical failure in public school 
ideals, urges that children be permitted to at- 
tend the kindergartens at the age of 5, instead of 
6 and that the State Constitution be so amended 
as to permit the use of school funds for the edu- 
cation of the hundreds of adults who would be 
glad to complete an arrested education. 

The two suggestions are in the line of progress. 
But can Missouri, with. its six-year compulsory 
period, hope to compete with such states as 
Maine, Michigan, Minnesota and Washington, in 
which the compulsory school period is a full eight 
years? A year to each grade is little enough. 

The 36 per cent of failures to reach anything 
higher than the sixth grade seems to prove that 
the Missouri school period is two years too short.

~ The decision of the Independent Democrats of 
Tennessee to support the Republican nominee for 
Governor is another of the cheering evidences of 
the coming of the day of popular freedom from 
partisan prejudices.

The arrest of George W. Fitzgerald in Chi- 
cago on a charge of stealing $173,000 in $1000 and 
$10,000 bills in February, 1907, is the culmina- 


tion of suspicions entertained against him since

the theft. Once before he was arrested, but 


the case was not pressed, presumably for lack 
of evidence. One of the present assertions is 
that Fitzgerald has put into circulation three 
$1000 bills within a week, and there are allega- 
tions that he has lived extravagantly and shown 
signs of much prosperity since the larceny three 
years ago. 

. The astonishing thing is that, despite the signs 
of prosperity, none of the money has _ been 
traced and nothing should be easier than to locate 
bills of such large denomination. Another as- 
tonishing thing is that Fitzgerald has continued 
to live and do buginess in Chicago. He has done 
this despite the fact that he was under continual 
surveillance, Every move he made was watched. 


‘The discharged convict, who enters customary 


complaint that the police forbid his living an 
honest life or working at honest employn:ent 
has been immune compared to the sleuthing that 
Fitzgerald has defied. It would be the most as- 
tonishing of all if Fitzgerald, displaying studi- 
ously or bravely the indications of innocence, 
should have so far forgot himself as to expend 
three $1000 bills.
